Remembrance Day 


George Jenkins 


Remembrance Day seems to be a faling insti- 
tution. At the same time most people are still 
loyal to soma nations. The object of this writ- 
ing is not to harmfully disturb anyone. Nor is 
it the objective to shake anyones loyalty to soc- 
fety. What is the objective is to promote a sit- 
uation wherein social loyalty is a real poss{ib- 
ility. However presently there is a lot of ev- 
idence to siow that loyalty to nation is not 
loyalty to any society, bit is really an abortive 
loyalty, devoted to an anti-s-cial minority. 


Perhaps a review of what has been nappening 
might clarify the point. In 19245, after colossal 
human sacrifice, the Allies (Great Britain, the 
U.S. and the JSSR) had the worla at their feet, 
after a war that is still alleged to have been 
fought for freedom. According to an estimate by 
Prof. Charles Richet, the concentration cemp pop- 
ulation of the world was 12,000,000 in 1945, when 
the freedom slaughter ended. On April 29, 1960, 
in a speech to the World Veteren's Federation, 
held in Oslo, Norway, this medical expert's es- 
timate of tne total concentration camp figure was 
25 million. In 15 years of liberty, tne number 
of people behind barbed wire barricades had mre 


than doubled. 


There is further nroof that there is no comn- 
on social interest in present society, tnat there 
is an antagonism of interests because of the div- 
ision of people into owners and non-ow.ers of the 
means by which they live. That because thie things 
People need are not produced primarily for their 
needs, but orimarily for profit, tnat internat- 
ional competition for markets to sell in, and res- 
ources for further production is the real cause 
of modern wars. These facts would indicate, that 
instead of protectins a social unit from aggress- 
ion, tae working section of the people has been 
falsely recruited into protecting or promting the 
economic interests of a small minoricy who own and 
control the nation's productive property. 


What proof? "A letter from Sir Winston Chur- 
chill to Stalin, written in April 28, 1945, in- 
plies that President Frenklin D. Roosevelt, Chur- 


chill and Stalin agreed upon a per centage div- 


ision of Europe into spheres cof influence during 


their conference at Yalta in 1943."

If the words of yesterday's tin heros do not clearly indicate that "To the victors 
go the spoiis" World War 11 was fought over tne slices of an economic pie that con- 
cerned only minority owners in all the belligerant nations, then let the words of yes- 
terday's tin villain be heard. Durning World War ll, Adolph Hitler said, "The German 
Nation must live; that means export. or die." Still nia evidence from Britain's Board 
of Trade president, Oliver Stanley, "Our existence depends on our international trade, 
We cannot stand idly by and see our markets lost." (Victoria Daily Times, August 7 


] 
1942). "The real stake in this war," said the United States News of Sept, 13, 1940," 
is sea control, is domination of the avenues of world trade." 


Currently the "small"' war, that most people are getting uptight about, has pro- 
vided emple grcunds for non-working class support to either side. The ambiquity, carr- 
ied t its logical extreme, could see all the peasants and workers on both sides of the 
Viet Nam conflict getting "freedom," even if they all have to be wiped out to get it. 
On the other hand, former President "Sisenhower, in a candid moment, revealed the forces 
that determine events ir. Couth-Fast Asia, in a speech on June ll, 1953, about the Kor- 
ean War "It involves our need for markets for sur agricultural and industrial products, 
our need to se3k in return from the rest of the world such essentials as manganese and 
cobalt, tin and tungsten,” and again on Aug. 4, 1953, "If Indo-China, (now mown as 
VietNam) goes.... the tir and tungsten that we ac greatly value from that area would 


cease coming.... our power and ability to get certain things we need from the rich- 
est of the Indo-China territory, and from South-Fast Asia." 


Should there remain any illusion that the conflict is ideological perhaps some 
light will be shed by "red" Chinese millionaire Liu Nyan Tse, "I am not a Communist, 
I am a Capitalis*. I never had it so good nor felt so well as I do today. 
worries about conpetition, Chinese or foreign, and we can now compete in tne world 
market.'"t McClean's Magazine, May 2, 19645. Thanks to his "Red" Chinese government, he 


now has North Vietnamese peasants dying to get markets away from American capitalists 
in Asia.

THE ARMIS'S OF THE NIGH? by Norman Mailer 
London Publication 1968 


In Part 7, Mailer tells us that wasp admirals, generals, statesmen, legislators 
and etc., had only read a carefully typed page on Marxism. "Marx's mind", he goes on 
to say, "is perhaps the greatest single tool for cerebration (brainwork) Western ran 
ever produced". Yet fur ell this plug of verbal credit it is clear that Mailer himsel! 
has never studied even as little as above indicated of the works of Marx. He equates 
Marviem with "communist" Russia, "communist" Cnina, African and Indj.an Communism as do 
the generals and statesmen themselves. He predicts, (indeed it now is old hat), that 
the "communist" nations would split un into warring antagonistic forces, (in much the 
same traditional manner of the emerged and stiil emerging self declared capitalist i 
tions of Hurope), Without Mailer even obscurely stating wny this 1s So. _ Throughout 
his book there is revealed no sharp and clear awareness of class antagonism. ‘he con 
flict within American Society is to him a clash between numanity and technology. And 


to the extent that this is the main single outlook of tne American working class in g& 


eral and of the Pentagon marchers in perticular, then feilure was a predictable end to 
their demonstration. Neither Marx nor ourselves are opposed to technology itself but 
to its ownership by a class to be utilized only for profit. On this point writes Mr: 


"Since therefore, machinery (technology) considered in, and by itself, shortens 
the working day, Whereas its capitalist use intensifies labor; by itself, it is a vict- 
ory of man over tne forces of nature; but in its capitalist use, it subordinates man 
to the forces of nature; by itself it increases the wealth of the producer but in its 
capitalist use it impovertshes him..." "Capital" Vol. 1 page 473 (Dents Double volune) 


Mailer seems to glory in the wildest destruction of physical property and per- 


sons, (taking of drugs, smoking of "pot" etc.), feeling that this in some mystic manne 
solves undefined social problems.

of property and persons. We aim at property transference from its present private, cor- 
porate, and state ownership to common ownership end towards tne fullest, continual in- 


dividual development of people culturally and physically. 


Mailer's "Armies of the Night", of course is a must to be read by any who wish 
to become acquainted with the ideas, cerebrations (7?) and language, (certain four letter 
words s»ring from this book with imposh glee), of the young modern dispossessed wildly 
seeking and following up every seeming solution to their haunting problems excepting 


socialist analysis. 


Cne can imagine a long slow steady process of social frustration going on in the 
U.S. as a result of promises being cynically ignored and the Vietnam War situation grow- 
ing steadily worse. Disillusionment with Presidents and their promises is not a new 
experience for the American working class. President Wilson, 1916, was returned to pew- 
er on his promise to keep America out of World War I. Yet withig 12 months the U.S. de- 
clared war on Germany. Roosevelt-the only Fresident t» be elected four times in succ- 
essinn - could only manage tr reduce American depression unemployment by plunging Amer- 
ica deep inty World War 2. Out of which emerged the glorizus post war failure, haunt- 
ed by the dread of future atomis chemical biological wars. LBJ found and now Nixon finds 
ha too must bow down to demanding nature of capitalism which does meke senile and fat- 
uous all political and social ideals when based upon the continuation of this competi- 


tive system. 


The march on the Pentagon 21, Oct. 1968 was the symbolic futile march of the mod- 
ern dispossessed industrial proletariat of America. As the reader nears the close 1f 
this book of Mailers it becomes clearer just why he was (a) granted the right to its pub- 
lication on precisely his »wn terms and (b) awarded the Pulitzer Prize for literature. 
It is the latter pages 7f Book 2 Mailer reveals jus~ how the elements of time, cold, 
darkness, hunger, thirst and tie growing awareness of their own pathetic isolation from 
public support, t»rgether with the military >rgonization against them, finally broke up 
the most stubborn of protestor groups, terrified than privately and publically humil- 
lated them -- and all this without a shot being fired! Mailer, an active protestor himn- 
self, records this with believable ».bjectivity. Therefore the more believably easy is 
it to agree that the end result was for there to begin six weeks later a social reac- 
tion eagatost demonstrations of any description. Here ».nce again, in the most modern in- 
dustrial nation of our times we find confirmation of our stand, i.e. however contagirus 
and encouraging mass rallies and demonstration may appear when organized and carried sut 
against some particular nasty feature of capitalism the end result is found t»o be much 
as it was before began such demonstration. War, as with many other modern horribles, is 
not "legally removable" under the prevailinz economic system xf commodity production, 

Nor dy the immense bulk of the international or national working class as yet will it to 
be. WMidence of this is found in the very near past when in lemming-like-manner the 
world's working class, regardless xf netirnal similarities xr differneces, suicidedly 
hurl themselves over the brink and int» the furnace of war whenever their masters, in 
diverse tongues, tell them, "This is it you guys", nor are the women and children of the 
enemy shown any mercy by organized military forces when this suite the 2ims and ends of 
the attacking invading »or retreating alien armies. Neither are the young and women spa- 
red at home where and when such relctively unfortunates of sur class show themselves to 
be lacking sufficiently in necessary casn t> live above the xfficial pevarty line. For 
poverty, made more loathsome by the surrounding luxury and wasting abundance organized 
by class nwnership, also is a non "legally removable" feature of capitalism. 


Mailer as a fournalist probably is factual, accurate, witty lively when report- 
ing upon social dissent. This is his value to us. However, as tn the underlying ec- 
onomic basis and of its sver moving changing forces gererating therein he knows nothing

MARX ON "TERRORISM AND CtNSORSHIP" 


Among the many distortions, charges ond direct canards made by tne many »pponents 


of Marx not the least is that the early iMarx was but a "Jacobin Democrat." 


There can be no question as to his sympathy with the French Revolution, or with 
the Jacobins. But of greater importance (in dealing with great historic events) than 
sympathy is that of understanding. This takes priority over feelings or sympathy cnd 
in this Marx stood well ahead of his contemmraries, such as Bruno Bauer, who saw ip 
bourgeois Revolution merely the separation of state from religion. (Die burgerliche 
Revolution in Deutechland - Berlin, 1849); or Louis Blanc, who considered 1793 to be 
distinctly different from 1789. (Histoire de la Revelutinn francaise. - Paris, 1364). 


Marx clearly grasped tne hist>oric significance of the Revolutirzn, and realized 
the sxaial as well cs the political significance of 1789. A perusal of his early wri- 
tings reveals that Marx understood that a revolutionary situation, or even a revolution 
itself, could produce not only a revolutionary terminology but also an ideslogy without 
being able to realize tne end which that terminology and ideology dictated. He saw cl- 
early that revolutionary ideas must precede a revolutionary achievement, but that this 
achievement is impossibls in a society where the socio-economic conditions have not yet 


developed for its success. 


Not on moral grounds, but on those of historic understanding he looked upon the 
Jacobins as muddle-headed. ‘he French Revolution he saw as a necessary episode in his- 
toric development: the sweeping away of feudal power and institutions without which the 
davelopment of canitalism would at least be difficult. And he made it quite clear that 
the recoursa ty "Terrorism" (as of 1793) was »rocf that the aims sought could not then 
be realized, and that it was less a means of revolutionary achievement than a complete 


acknowledgsnent of failure. 


It is not the intention here to g> into all the avenues explorec by Marx when dea- 
ling with this subject. The interested student can travel those for himself wita pro- 
fit. It 4s rather, because we today are witnessing not only acts of "terrorism" being 


indulged in by misguided persons mouthing revolutionary slogans, but also - what Marx 
continued 9n page 10

Pointed out - that "terrorism" is accompanisd with "censorship;" and that he as define 
itely opposed to both. 


From the many quotations »ne could make in this regard the following from "The 
Holy Family" (pp 144-5) might be appropriate: 


"Robespierre, Saint Just and their party fell because they 
confused the ancient, realistic and democratic republic based on 
real slavery with the modern spiritualist democratic representative 
state waich is based on emancipated slavery, on civil society. 
What a terrible mistake it is to have to recognise and sanction 
in the Rights of Man modern civil society, the society of industry, 
the society of industry, of universal competition, of private in- 
terest freely following its aims, of anarchy, of self-alienated 
natural and spiritual individuality, and yet subsequently to annul 
the manifestations of the life of that society in separate indiv- 
iduals anc at the same time to wish to model the political head 
of the society cfter the fashion of the ancients.....Terror wished to 
sacrifice (civil society) to an ancient form of political life." 


In 1847 (Deutsche Brusseler Zeitung, Mov. 11, 1847) he warned against premature 
action by the proletariat that would ultimately be compelled tn use political methods; 


"If the proletariat brings down the domination of the bour- 
geoigeosisie, its victory will be merely ephemeral, only a moment 
in the service of the bourgesisie (Just like ann> 1794), so long 
as within the processes of history, within its 'movement' THOSE 
MATTRIAL CONDITIONS HAVE NOT BESN CREAT"D THAT MAKE NSC ESSARY THE 
ABOLITION OF THE BOURGHOIS MODE OF PRODUCTION AND THEREFORE ALSO 
THE DEFINITIVE FALL OF POLITICAL BOURGFOIS DOMINATION." (Bnph, mine -Wi?), 


Marx held for the free flow 1f ideas and as he denounced "Terrorism" he 
was equally »pposed to "Censorship" as itself being terrosristic. It seeks punishment 
on aman for his thoughts and not necessarily for any overt acts. Russia today isa 
sthining example of this type of intimidation and many so-called democratic capitalist 
Countries indulge in this form of terrorism in the name of protecting "Freedom,"

The writer is exposel to the most dreadful terrorism, the 
jurisdiction of suspicion. Tendencious laws, laws that do not 
supply objective norms, are laws of terrorism, as they Were thought 
out by the necessity xf the state under Robespierre and by the 
corruption of the state under the Roman emperors. Laws that take 
as their criteria NOT sCTION aS SUCH, BUT TH® STaT™ OF MIND OF 

© naCTOR ARS NOTHING FLSE THAN THE POSITIVE SANCTION OF LAWLESS- 
YESS." (Enphasis added). 


The writings of Marx teem with expressions of opnosition to "Terrorism" and its 
twin, "Censorship," as als» t> a proletarian "elite" or intelligentsia destinel to Nl eet" 
the proletariat to Socialism. His opposition to Blanqui and Felix Pyatt. ‘he idea of 
a small, determined minority of "activists" - "giving point ts the formless will of the 
masses" (as some communists proclaimed years ag?) Was not only rerugnant tr him but was 


a demonstration of folly. As he put it to the Dutch socialist, Ferdinand Domela - 
Nieuwen huis, Feb. 22nd, 13881:

Ma eee a socialist government does not come ints power in 
a country unless conditions are s> developed that it can immed-

Soxcialism cannot be established until the socin-economic conditions are so dev- 
eloped as to make it nossible, and it can brcome pxssibls only when a majority of soc- 
iety desire it and is determined t> get it. 


THE OBJECTIVE OF SOCIALISM 


The establishment of a system of society based upon the common ownership and democratic 
control of the means and instruments for producing and distributing wealth by and in 
the interest of society as a whole. 
DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES 
The Companion Parties sf Socialism hold: 


1.--That society as at present constituted is based upon the ownership of the means of 
living (i.e., land, factories, railways, etc.) by the capitalist of master class and 
the consequent enslavement of the working class, by whose labor alone wealth is produced. 


2.--That in society, therefore, there is an antagonism of interests, manifesting itself 
as a class struggle betWeen tnose who possess but do not produce, and those whos produce 
but do not possess. 


3.--That this antagonism can be abolished only by the omancipation of the working class 
from the domination of the master class, by the conversion into the common property of 
society of the teans of production and distribution, and their democratic mntrol by 


the whole penple. 


4.*-That as in the order Sf social evolution the working class is th> last class to 
achieve its freedom, the emancipation of the working class will involve the emancipation 
of all mankind, without Cistinction of race or sex. 


5.--That this emancipatinn must be the work of the w-\ing class itself. 


6.--That as ths machinery of government, including the armed forces of the nation, exists 
only to conserve the monopoly by the capitalist class of the wealth takén from the work= 
ers, the working class must organize consciszusly and mlitically for the conquest of the 
powers of government, in ordar that this machinary, including these forces, may be con- 
verted from an instrument of oppression into the agent sf emancipation and overthrow of 
plutoscratic privilege. 


7.°--That as political parties are but the expression of Glass interests, and as the in- 
terest of the working class 13° Jiametrically ipprs4d to the interest of all s&ctions of 
the master class, the party seeking working class emancipation mst be hostile to every 
other party. 


8.-=TH® COMPANION PARTIES OF SOCIALISM, therefore, enter the fteld of palitical action 
determined ty wage war against all »ther political parties, whether alleged labor or 
avowedly capitalist, and call upon all members of the working class 1f these countries 
to support these principles to the end that a torminationn may Se brought t» the systea 
which deprives them of the fruits of their labor, and that poverty may give place to 
Confort, privilege to equality, and slavery to fread.
